To the Selectmen of Exeter : 

The Committee chosen by the town at the annual meeting to pay the 
money voted to the dependents ef volunteers and drafted men submit to you 
the following report of their doings. 

The Committee have received from the Selectmen, from Feb. 1, 1863, to 
Feb. 1, 1864, $9,956.00, and have paid out in the same time $9,465.05, near- 
ly two-thirds of which will be reimbursed by the State. The number of fam- 
ilies to whom aid is furnished is eighty, composed of 198 women and chil- 
dren, at a cost as now paid of $776.00 a month. There has been discharg- 
ed during the year eight, whose families are not now assisted, and the pay 
of six families changed from fifteen and twelve dollars a month to eight. 
At the annual meeting in March last the town voted to pay the widow or 
children of any volunteer who has died or may die in the service, and any 
inhabitant who may return home discharged from disability, thesum of eight 
dollars per month for two years after the death or discharge of such inhabitant. 
The authority to make this disbursement is contained in the 4th section of 
the Act of 1862, and is as follows : 
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Sec. 4. Any town or city may apply money in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section first of this Act for the aid of the widows or children depend- 
ent as aforesaid upon any of its inhabitants mustered into service as afore- 
said who may have died while in active service of the United States, or for 
the aid of such inhabitant himself who may have returned home discharged 
from disability ; and the sums so expended shall be reimbursed by the State, 
under the rules and limitations provided by this Act in other cases. Provi- 
ded however, that there shall be no reimbursement of more than eight dol- 
lars per month for any such disabled inhabitant, nor of expenditures made 
more than six months after the death or discharge of such inhabitant. 

It was evidently the intention of the Legislature that such persons aa 
are above named should receive aid for a period of six months and no long- 
er, because at the expiration of that time they would begin to receive the 
pension due them from the United States. It was a very proper and humane 
act of the legislature to give the towns a right to aid the families of those 
who had died, or been discharged for disability from thejservice, while they 
were waiting for the adjustment of their peusions; and suchjwe understand 
has been the action of all the towns in the State, excepting our own, which 
iustructs the Committee to pay for two years, leaving a year and a half for 
which the town will receive no reimbursement. The committee learn that 
most, if not all of said families are now receiving a monthly pension from 
the United States, and under these circumstances it is a matter for the con- 
sideration of the town whether it is advisable to still continue such payment.
